LINCOLN, Jau. 8.—(8pecial Telegfm )
The supreme court tonight handed down a
decision afMirming the death sentence of
William Rhea for the murder of Herman
Zahn in Snyder, Neb., Jauuary 4, 1901, and
fixing April 25 as the day of execcutlon.
Rhea based his claim for a reversal on the
alleged iosuMcolency of evidence and the
~gontention that he could not bBe convicted
of murder In the first dogree when thers
was no evidence o show that the killing
was premeditated. The coprt refused to
sustnin either clnim. If the decislon of
the court stands, Rhea will be 1le frst
mun executed at the penitentiary under the
Dew law. 3

duodge Holcomb's Heview of (ane,

In summing up the case Judge Holcomb
says: !

“The paramont facts In the case ns dis-
eloaed by the record essentinl to estab-
st the erime charged are, In our judgment,
tully established by the ebidence. Bricfly
the maln featupes of the transnctlons re-
sulting In the homlcide, as shown by the
evidence, are in substance the followine:

“The three defendants charged Jointly
with the commission of the crime came Lo
the village ®f Snyder, In Dodge county, In
the afternoon of Januaes 4, 1961, They
were strangors to the citizens In that vi.
elnity. They remalned durieg the after-
noon and evening, until about §:80 or @ p
m., when the homicide was commiited.

“In the village were two saloons nad-
Jolning cach other, and on the east side
of the maln street, running vorth and sou'l
A plank sidewalk in front of the two bulld-
fngn wan construcied along the street, such
&6 are usually found In small towns, The
defgndantas were in and out of the two
saloons during the afternoon and drinking
some; montly beer. They ate thelr lunch
in & salgon of the decensed, which Is sit-
uated north of the other one, About 7:30
p. m. & cltizen of the village, one Orley,
passed into’ the south saloon and tound
defendants shaking dlee at thd bar, who (-
¥ited him to take part in the game, which
he did, Afier shaking dlee for a short whila
bo dropped from the gume. The defendants
continued in the sport for a short time
longer and then pussed out of the south
saloon. Orley soon alter pasaed out also
and into the saloon of the deceased, just
north,

Seene In the Saloon.

“In a short period of time thercafter
Orley and one Schnelder passed from the
saloon of the deceased to the sidewalk in
front, where they found the defendant stand-
Ing with his two companions. Without other
words and almost immediately atter Orley
and the party meotloned had reached the
sidewalk I passing out of the saloon one
of the defendants, Gardner by name, asked
Orley, as testified 10 by him, ‘What are
we rubber neckin' at him for,' and sald.
‘Do you think we are Pat Crowe? Orley
answertd, saying, ‘Il ain't rubber neckin'
you," The defendant Rhean then moved as
it to go behind Orley, who told him not 1o
got behind him, as he did not allow any-
body to get behind him. Just then de-
fendunt Rhea pulied hig gun or revolver
apd, tald Orley to.get. This is the only
evidence that by any possibility could be
regarded ns proof of any brawl, quarrel or
dispute, prior to the homfelde, Orley and
Behnelder retreated hastlly into the saloon
and passed hurriedly to the rear door,
through which they left the buitdhg. In
going from the front to the rear door
Orley pusséd by the deceased, who was
sltting ot & card table near the center of
the room, which wus forty or ffty feet in
length, and paused only long enough to say
to him In 0 moderate tone of volee, *Those
{ellows oul there have guns,’ or some such
similar remark. At the same time and
closely following Ofley and SBchnelder from
the sldewalk Into the saloon the defendants
Rhoean and Gardner entered through the
frant door with thelr revolvers drawn and
with the commwannd te throw up hands to
those within the bullding, of whom there
ware f¥ieen or twenty. No reslatance was
offered by any and many escaped through
the rear llpnr,'

Shot Withoat FProvoeation.

“Zahn, the deceased, arose from his chalr,
pear the center of the room, and with his
hands ralsed started towird the defendant,
intending to say, ‘No shooting in here,’
or, ‘Don’t shoo! in here,' and before com-
pleting the sentence he was fatally shot
in the abdomen by the defendant, Rhea.
He expired in about an hour thereafter,

“It tg further shown by the evidence
that after the shooting the defendant went
1o the deceased, kicking him and eaying,
You are not much hurt,” or words to that
effect. Garduer, immediately succeeding
the shooting, begap to pace from the front
to the center of the room and back agaln,
braddishing his revolver at those within
the bullding und terrorizing them with the
purpose of preventing resistance or Inter-
ference with their plans. Defendant Rhea
passed behind the bar of the saloon, or
counter, threw down the cash register,
broke it open and also broke into #hat was
npparently the mooey drawer In an iron
safe in the bullding. Durlng the time the
defendant aleo came from behind the bar
and gearched the pockets of the deceased.

“After the: events narrsted had trao-
spired the three defendunts left the bulld-
ing nnd, passing down thoe alley by ita
plde, escaped to the eastward, The homi-
vide was of the mest aggravated character
aud  apparently without any extenuating
glroumstances. The defendunts were seem-
ingly bent on mischief of the most atroclous
vharncter. They proceeded to the business
with & most reckless disrdgard of life, a
cool determination and desperation seldom
displuyed In the anpals of crime. They

The de-
fondant has been acoorded an lmpartial
trinl and all hkis rights to which he is en-
titled befort conviction of the erime
charged have been Mlly preserved by com-
pllance with the forms and gubstance of
the wise and humane provisions of the law
for the protection of the innocent as well
as the punishment of the gullty.

DISCARDED ORE CONTAINS 600D VALUES

Modern Methods Esxtract More Than
Four "bollnn Per Tomn that
Eseaped Former Cyanide
Attackns,

DEADWOOD, &.D., Jan. &—(Speclal.)—
The Imperiul Mining and Milling company
has pupchased the tallings at the Roesiter
oyanide plant in Deadwood and will treat
them at the company's new cyanide plant,
vhich Is %eing completed at Deadwood.
There are several thousand tena of the tall-
ings, which have been carefully sampled by
the Imperial company. The sand contains
more than $4 a ton In values that escaned
the solution during the operation of the
Rossiter mill. It will be only a short haul
to the Imperial plant and the company
will be able to handle the tallings at & nom-
lnnl expense,

The Rossiter milP was bullt by the Black
Hilla Gold and Sliver Extractlon company,
being the first eyanilde™plant in the Black
Hills. It was run for several years largely
a8 an experiment. It was imperfect In
muny respects and therefore unable to make
the extraction that the eyanide mills of the
country are mnaking at the present tlme,
The old plant and the immense pile of tall-
ings furnfsh an excellent (Hustration of the
tmprovement that has been made In the
process during the past few years.

Only the medium grade ores wers treéated
and the low grade propoaitions were Ig-
nored. A large part of the old dump will
assay §7 and $8 a ton, and the new cyanide
ansay $7 and 38 u toy, and even better. The
Imperiul company has most of the machin-
ory in place at the new cyanlde plant,
which in to have a capacity of 200 tons a
day. The plant Is now waltlng for the
engine. When [t arrives and I8 placed on
its foundativn the rest of the machinery
will be ready for conunectlon,

John Lundberg, who has taken a lease on
the Roeslter cyanide plant, has a force of
men employed In making repairs and ime-
provements in the bullding. He expecis
to start up on or before the middle of the
wfonth. Heé® has been working the Big
Honanza and Buxton mines, near Terry,
under lease for several years and he in-
tonds to treat the ore at the Rossiter plant
in the future. J. V. N. Dorr ls chemist at
the plant and Is associated with Lundberz
In the lgase.

Henry Schnitzel has recently taken a
lease on the Ben Hur property in Nevada
gulch. The property has been a producer
for wseveral years and there Is a large
amount of ore avallable that SBchnltzel in-
tends tg ship after he has performed the
preliminary work necessary to open It up
for the miners. The Hen Hur is owned by
Fawcetl & Delehant, P. A. Gushurst, Ernst
May and other Lead parties, and has a good
rqcord as a money maker. There are load.-
Ing stations on the raillroada put in for the
property several years ago.

Face of Tunnel is Solld Ore.

The main working tunnel on the ground
of the Deadwood-Ohlo Gold Mining company
is In a distance of fifty-five feet and the
face is solld ore. The last assny, made at
the United States assay office In Deadwood,
gave returns of $5.26 Iin gold, 88 of which
was free milling. Bamples taken from the
fuce lately have been assaylng from $5 to 8
a ton,

This company, whose holdings are situated
twenty milles south of the Homestake on
the Burlington rallroad, has orderod a new
plant, consisting of an alr compressor,
baller and air drills, to be installed at the
new tunnel that is being driven Into the
hill on & free milling gold vein from sixty
%0 200 feet wide and to b traced on the sur-
face of the ground for a distance of more
than a mile. The tunnel is gaining foot for
foot on the ore and will continue to do
#0 for over 50O feet,

The company has signed a contract by
which it Is permitted to bulld a trestle
over the Burlington rallread track to con-
vey its ore from the tunnel to a mill of
elghty stumpe, the crushing capacity of
which will be 400 tons a day. This mill
Is to be erected In the spring.

Formation Resembles the Homestnke,

Competent mining men familiar with the
Alaska-Treadwell mine, on Douglas Island,
Alaska, and the Homestake mine in the
Black Hills positively assert that thise ore
«an be mined and mjlled at a cost not to
exceed §1 per ton; that is, the raw ore
can be reduced and .the values converted
into bulllon at that figure. The company
has n water right of about:1,600 miners'
inches, extending up Rapid creek a mile
or more, the water flowing within seventy-
five feet of the mouth of the tunnel; the
Burlington rallroad track lying between the

V., Noble of
Deadwood and Isaac Clemenson of Bubuque,
In., Mr. Bullock was vice presldent and
Wilson sgcretary. J. B. Empson, chemist
at the company's cfanide plant in Dead-
wood, has been elected secretary, Joho
Hunter of Dendwood is general manager.

The cyanide plant Is running steadily,
being supplied with ore from the Vulcan,
one of the Dakota company's claims néar
Baldr mountain, and some custom ore from
the Bordeaux, which s belng worked under
lease near Terraville. The dully capacity
of the plant is about seventy tons.” The ore
on which it {8 running shows a value of
from $8 to 312 heads, and the average ex-
traction Is 821§ per cent,

It s expected that the ten adMtional
stamps will arrive early this month and be
in place by the middie of the month. This
will give the mill & crushing capacity of
about 110 tons a day. There has boen a
long delay in the arrival of the new ma-
chinery, owing to the diMculty experienced
by several of the steel and Iron factories
in Alling orders.

Abundant Riches at Sarface,

The Dakota plant has tanks ‘enough to
treat 135 tonmo a day. During the recent
favorable weather the company has confined
A mining operations to surface work.

Constable Hans Tymme was shot and
dangerously wounded at 11:30 yesterday
by Jobu Rolfas, an aged German who
lives alone with his wite lu a little three-
room cottage at Thirteenth and Frederick
streets. The injured man bas been taken
to the Clarkson hospital, where an aperi;
tlon wans performed upon him yesterday aft-
efnoon. Rolfas, who is a cripple, (s in jail

The shooting was witnessed by J. T.
Dixon, 1032 South Eighteenth street, and W.
J. Beonett, 1806 Martha street,

“It was about 11:30 o'clock,” sald Ben-
nett, “that I heard somebody quarreling
with old man Rolfas, and 1 got around
where I could see what was golng on, 1
bhonrd the old man say, 'Don't you come in
bere! You clear out and let me alone!”

“‘I'mi an ofMicer,” the other fellow sald,
‘and I've got an execution bere Lo serve on
you,"

“‘1 don't cure who you are or what
you've got,” Rolfas said. 'You can't come
in here."

“Then 1 saw the man who sald he was an
officer draw a plstol out of his hip pocket
and point {t at the old man. Holfas said,
‘Put that gun down or 1'll shoot you!’

Oficer Had Pistol in Hand,

“The officer still held the pistol In his
hand, and with it polnted directly at Rolfas’
face advanced upon him till he was standing
with one foot on the doorstep. Roifas
grabbod an old shotgun that was leaning
agalpst the wall, leveled It go the officer and
fired. The ofMcer doubled up nnd fell to the
ground, where he lay, rolling, groaning and
shoullng faintly for help, Old wan Rolfas
hobbled out t4 see how badly he was hurt.
Then 1| went tu the nearest telephons and
notified the police station.” '

As soon as word of the shooting was re-
velved at the police station Sergeant Wisen-
burg and Officer Gibbong were sent out in
the patrol wagon. They found Timme
suffering great paln, but consclouws. He
#ald he had drawn his plstol on Rolfas be-
cause the oM man had refused to permit
Mm to serve a writ of execution which

Ead been made out by a justice of the
peace, and given to him for service, '
Rolfas Fonder Arreat

Rolfus was taken to the statlon In the

patrol wagon and:the ambulance was sent
out for Timme. The wounded man was
taken to the pollee station first. where
Police Surgeon Borglum examined his
wound. It was found that the charge of
shot had torn its way into the abdomen,
carrylog with it a palr of spectacles which
had been In Timme's vest pocket, The wire
frame of the ‘spectacles could be seen pro-
Jecting from the wound. Dr, Borglum
withdrew them, but was unable to remove
the fractured glass, Timme was then taken
to Clarkson hospital,
Rolfas says he shot
defense,

Timme In self-
“He had been around there both-

ering me for two or three days," he sald, |

“and I was getting afrald of him, he acted
80 queer. Finally, when he drew the gun
on me I qwusln I had to shoot to save my
own life, 8o let him have it."*

Rolfas was alone in the house at the time
of the ghooting, his wife belng out washing.

Constable Timme has been in trouhle sev-
eral times before. A month ago he drew
his pistol on the proprietor of Moore's
restaurant and threateped to assault the
oMcer who Interfered in the Interests of
peace.

Dr, J. E. Summers, who has charge of the
patlent, sald at 8 o'clock that he thought
he would live, .

Yesterday afternoon an  operation was
performed on Mr. Timme by Dr. Summers
and the shot removed. At an early hour
this morning the injured msn was resting
easlly and the chances for his recovery
are now favorable.
